Bastendorf, Luxemburg 
. Jan. 13, 1919 
My/Dear Mother:— 

;just a few lineB to let ydb know that 
1 am all right. Am away to school 
again but this time it is as an instruc- 
tor and not a student. I am in charge 
of the 33rd Division Bayonet school, 
we have quite a school here, have dif- 
ferent courses and each course is a 
specialty, mine is the Bayonet. 

This is the .first day. the men will be 
here a'week then return to their regi- 
ment and others come here. It is 
something riew and will take a day or 
two to got things running right but 
after that we will get along o. k. 
..We have a nice place to stay. .1 
have a; lovely room furnished fine, nice 
big bed with real bed clothes also haye 
electric lights in my room so everything 
is pretty nice. 

The feed we have been getting here 
has been very good, we have been eat- 
ing at a hotel but tonight we start eating 
from issue rations, it will not be as good 
as we have been, getting but with a 
few extras that we can buy here we 
will get along fine. There' are three 
officers here, two and myself. 

Yesterday we had Sunday dinner here 
at the hotel and. it was the nearest I 
have had to being like we get in the 
states since we came over here. We 
certainly had a fine meal and enjoyed it 
very much, the people here do every- 
thing they can to make us comfortable. 
They speak both French and German 
in Luxemburg. I can understand a 
little German and can speak a little 
French so get along pretty good. I 
have a room in the town-mayor's home, 
one'of the best houses in the village bo 
am quite comfortable. 
• I have not heard from Sam yet but 
expent him over to. see me most any 
time if he is here, which I think he is. 
We are quite close to the townwhere 
DivisiorrHeadquartera is and he will be 
over there often. 

.; We had some snow here Saturday 
night but is all gone now and was rain- 
ing again this afternoon. They say it 
gets quite cold up here and lots of 
tyiow sol guess we. will see plenty of 
cold weather before we get out of here. 
I am ready to go home any time but 
this is not so bad as. we can get what 
we want "to eat and live like humans 
and not like a rat. 

There is. not much to write about, I 
am o. k. and getting along-fine so have 
nothing to complain about. 

Will write again soon. Have not 
had my rrail;sent down yet, am going 
to try and get it tomorrow.

months pay on them, did little to dis- 
illusion them. Due to the closeness of 
the Boche, many Parisians found it 
convenient to 'spend -the summer and 
fall months at Biarritz, alBo. . Biarritz' 
and Bavonne are not to be compared- 
with the other French towns I've been 
in. They are clean, fine appearing 
towns, with electric lights, gas, wide 
[.streets, sewers and an excellent water 
system. They are supplied with water 
by large conduits that bring the finest 
kind of water from the Pyrennes, about 
twelve miles distant. It is understood, 
of. course, that the Frenchman only . 
UBes it to wash his feet in and for fire- 
protection. If you drink water tho 
average Frenchman thinks you muBt be 
sick. 

In. Biarritz there are many English 
speaking people, a fair percentnge of 
whom are Americans supporting a 
title. I seems to be about as acceptable 
and at the same time as cheap a place, 
comparatively speaking for pulling that 
stunt as any in Europe. You know if 
is no small job wielding a courtship or a 
lordship. It has been my lot to see a 
little of that life at first hand, in other 
words, I've been out in "saasiety," if 
you please. These folks show their 
great gratitude by inviting us to -four 
o'clock, teas. You arrive and after be- 
ing divested of your wraps by along, 
gangling human in a dress suit, you 
are led around by the hostess and intro- 
duced to Countess this and Marquis 
that, also many just plain Senoritas and 
Mademoiselles. In return you are ex- 
pected, to waltz the ladies around a bit 
to what they call music, on the piano. 
I was surprised during the rendition of 
one selection, on approaching the piano, 
to see that the music was labeled 
*Dixie," "The Missouri Waltz" and 
"Over There" are recognizable— 'as 
they play them— within the fifty yard 
zone. 

However, one d iy last week they put 
on a real celebration in honor of the re- 
turn of Alsace-Lorraine to. the French 
nation. Among other affairs the 15th 
Cavalry Regimental band gave a con- 
cert in the evening. The affair wound 
up with a bull at the Palais, the best 
hotel in Biarritz, put on by Mr. Mac 
Williams, American consul here, and 
Mr. Sam Parks, wealthy American who 
lives here. The ball room, which I sua- * 
pect is one of the finest in Europe, was 
decorated to perfection. The band 
played the finest American dance music 
and not a few of the blue-bloods pres- 
ent shook a mean foot. It was estimat- 
ed that four hundred persons attended, 
nearly all of whom spoke English. The 
ones who staged the doin's seemed to 
have an unlimited expense account, for 
nothing that money could get was miss- 
ing. For fear of not being believed, 
I'll not eyen estimate the amount of 
champagne that disappeared in . the 
course of events. 

My regiment is still in the Remount 
service and one squadron with Supply 
and Hdqs. troops have . been at this 
station for nearly four month.8. : We 
started in from the ground up and have 
a strictly all American station. The 
ground we use was the old French 
cavalry drill ground and except in the 
rainy season is o. k. The worst feature 
is the,' drainage system and since it has 
been rainy all the time, the mud is kneo 
deep in the corrals. This station is run 
much the same as a big Western lanch. 
For shelter we" have open sheds, cor- 
rugated iron ' roofing, overhead hay- 
racks In the centerwith grain troughs, 
underneath. ' Each shed ia approximate- 
ly 200 feet long and as each corral has 
one-half of each of two sheds, it accom- 
modates. about 250 animals. Altogeth- 
er we can handle 2000 animals in good * 
shape; 

All the animals are from Spain and 
90 per cent of them ore muleB. Officers 
of Q. M. Corps and Veterinarians go 
into. Spain In citizens' clothes,, buy the 
animals, put a hoof brand on them as 
weir as the buyer's number,' and on 
their delivery to us the District Quar- 
termaster pnys for them. 

We haye two outpoBts, one on the 
border at Hcndaye and one half way- 
between there and here at St. Jean do 
Iiuz. McMurry with one detachment is 
at Hendaye and Lt. Gibson with anoth- 
er at St Jean de Luz. Animals come 
across the border in Spanish cars and 
are unloaded at Hendaye. Often- V ey 
are on the cars a long time and arrive . 
in bad shape. At our station rat .Hen- 
dayp, they are fed and reared a few... 
djys and then herded to tho loilway'-'

The war having been brought to a 
favorable conclusion more attenUon 
can now be given to the agricultural 
and industrial development of Western

troublous times of ' the". past four years. 
Now, that these are over, the proper 
development of the country will be 
continued. 

True, much agricultural progress has 
been made during this time. -^ Crop -pro- 
duction has been greatly Increased, the 

number of- live Btock has /teadlly 

grown, and with each succeeding year 

the dairying and wool Industries have 

become more" important. But despite 

this forward march, many phases or 

development ha\e been held in check. 

The activities of farmers, too. hove 

been greatly hampered by shortage of 

labor, and, under the circumstances. 

what they have achieved can only bo 

described as marvelous: 

Excepting those Industries closely al- 
lied to agriculture, such as butter and 
cheese manufacture, industrial activity 

In the Prairie Provinces has been al- 
most at a standstill. And even In 
these branches extensions have been 
strictly limited to those of urgent ne- 
cessity. Building has been consider- 
ably curtailed, especially In the towns 
and cities, though many commodious 
and up-to-date dwellings, barns and 
other buildings have been erected by 
farmers in the country. Indeed, the 
amount of building farmers have done 
is one of the outward signs of their 
prosperity; but considerably more or 
1«- would have been done had not tho 
more Important work of food produc- 
tion received priority In the labor 
available.

only by the unsettled conditions from 
making their homes In this last great 
West will give a considerable impetus 
to every phase of agriculture In these 
Prairie Provinces. 

Hand in 'hand with the development 
of agrlcultur'e, there will be,a rencwHi 
of Industrial activity. For. the estab- 
lishment of such industries as sugar 
refineries', canneries,- and many jrther 
industries for the utilization of : the 
products of the land, as well as for 
the extension of the already Impor- 
tant Industries of butter and cheese 
manufacture, are splendid opportuni- 
ties. Mining, lumbering, quarrying,

Germany to Get Peace Terms February

Purls, Feb. 3.— Whatever forces may 
be sent to Turkey for garrisoning pur- 
poses there will be no American troops 
among them, It developed here. It Is 
pointed out that their use for this 
purpose would be Inappropriate, as the 
United States has never been at. war 
with Turkey. The .military commit; 
tee of the supreme council expects 
wl£hln two days to report a plan for 
the allotment among the various na- 
tions of the troops to be retained on 
the western front. By April 1 there 
will be 15 American divisions remain- 
ing on the lines, with five divisions 
ready for embarkation. A month later 
It Is expected this aggregate will be 
reduced by five divisions. » 

The peace conference decided to 
send allied delegates to the Posehen 
(Posen) district to assure a peaceful 
exploitation of thai region. 

Paris, Feb. 1.— Preliminary pence

Recognizing the need for a return

House Unanimous In Accepting Admin- 

Istration Plan— Army of 500,000 

Decided , Upon by Military 

Committee as Basis. 

-Washington, Feb. 3. — Unanimous 
approval of the administration's m'qw 
three-year naval program with tho 
number, of capital ships reduced fr/nn 
sixteen to ten because of allfferenees 
among experts oyer the value nf. bat- 
tle cruisers was voted by the house 
naval committee. 

An army of oOO.OOO men was unani- 
mously decided on by. the house mili- 
tary committee as the basis for deter- 
mining the appropriation for nriny pay 
for the year beginning next July. 
Committee members said the number 
was expected to be the average force 
during the year. 

The navy program Is for the three 
years beginning with next July. Clmir- 
mun Padgett in announcing the com- 
mittee's action said the annual appro- 
priation bill carrying $750,000,000 was 
approved, including $100,000,000 to bo 
spent during the year under the new 
program. 

Iii-uddltinn to the ten battleships, to. 
cost not over $21,000,000 each, the 
program as adopted provides for ten' 
scout cruisers to cost up to $4,000,000 
each. 

The committee's action was the first 
formal Indication of the attitude of 
congress toward the -navy depart- 
ment's policy of expansion unless tho 
pence conference decides on w ; orld dis- 
armament. Expansion has been urged 
by Secretary Daniels* and high olllcers 
of the nuvy. The committee adopted 
the suggestion of Secretary Daniels 
tliat construction be authorized with 
the provision that it nilght be stopped 
by the president If International agree- 
ment made world djsarmainent: a cer- 
tainty.

Powers Reach Agreement Between Po- 
land and Czecho-Sloyakla— Nations'

Paris, Feb; 4.— President Wilson, in 
an address in the chamber of deputies 
on the society of .nations, said France] 
Is still the frontier of freedom, bo- 
cause eastern" Europe is full. of men- 
acing questions from the Rhine, ncross- 
Slberla to the Pacific. . He said the 
sacrifices of Independent, action which 
nations 'must make to. establish a so- 
ciety are' Incomparable to the sacri- 
fices necessary if a league Is not es- 
tablished. 

President Wilson 'spoke from the 
tribune, the first outsider to do so In 
70 years. On .the platform were Pre- 
mier Clemenceiiu and president Po'.n- 
care nnd the chamber was filled with 
the best mlnds^of France. 

The great powers struck an agree-- 
incnt between Poland and Czecluj* 
Slovakla, "bringing an end "to the con- 
ferences over the principality of Tes- 
chen In Silesia, Austria. The pact, 
which was signed by the Polish and 
Czech delegates and Wilson, Clemen- 
cenu and Orlando for the big four, 
repeats the warning- given to the 
smaller nations against grabbing terrl-. 
tory, reiterating they must leave 
boundnry disputes to the congress. 

The . Czechs have agreed to release 
Polish prisoners taken In the fighting 
over Teschen. 

A commission of control wns sent to 
prevent further hostilities and to muke 
a survey of the frontiers, which will 
be set. later by the conference. 

FRENCH CLAIMS. 

France wants, first of all; Alsace-Lor- 
raine unconditionally, and tho right to 
discuss nnd ultimately to fix thc French 
frontiers in their relation to the Rhine, 
which may require the creation of buf- 
fer states. One of these would be the 
Palatinate and another Rhenish Prus- 
sia. France desires also to annex the 
basin of the Sarre river, which might 
be called a reannexatlon. , , 

_Frunce will insist? that. so far as the" 
left bank of the Rhine- farther to tlie 
north Is - concerned; the conference 
should forbid military, works of any 
kind— barracks; bridgeheads, .forts and 
fortresses — in that zone. The feeling 
Is f?Xf the people. Inhabiting that zone 
|. *lu , ui^J^fwfiej^tp^d£ciiJe_ for them- 
selves whether they "T wlslr -%» . Join 
France, form nn independent state, or 
return. to Germany. 

The French bill for reparation Is not 
complete, but It hns been announced In 
the chamber of deputies that it will 
be about 00,000,000.000. francs ($18,- 
200,000,000). 

The French government does not 
ask for a protectorate In Syria In the 
ordinary ' sense because It considers 
that tlie population there Is too ad- 
vanced to make a protectorate neces- 
sary, but France, on account of her 
traditional Interests in that country, 
feels that she should be called upon to 
exercise some sort of guardianship or 
guidance until Syria should be fully 
able to govern herself. 

BRITISH CLAIM8. 

Great Britain's delegation believes 
that a society of nutions is desirable 
nnd attainable "and that It must . be 
established by the present peace con- 
ference.' She advocates no continental 
purposes other than those of a per-, 
nmnent and Just peace under the prln-* 
clple of ■ self-determination and tliat 
there shall be International freedom of 
transit by railroads and wuterways, 
which Is; Great Britain's general defi- 
nition of freedom of commerce In 
times. of pence. 

,\Great Britain will take mandatory 
power over the German Islands south 
,ot. the equator for Australia and over 
German v! Southwest Africa, for the 
Union of South Africa. She will also 
have tho mandate over German East 
Africa and some parts of Arabia, and 
she has particular claims In this re- 
spect over Mesopotamia. 

Grent Britain will enter a pool with 
the other allies In the matter of In- 
demnities, especially reparation for air 
raid damages and shipping losses.

•Bbtli. tiio Lithuanians and bolshevlkl 
claim Vllna. 

The Poles are contending against 
the Germans not only for Germun Si- 
lesia and Posen and West Prussia, but 
also for the port^of Danzig. 

Should the Poles have Danzig, East 
Prussia would be cut off from the rest 
of Germany. 

BELGIUM. "'— •■--- .. 
Belgium wants her reparation claim 
to. be 'the ."first lien upon Germun as- 
sets to the extent of at least $3,006,- 
000,000 and have Germany return her 
stolen machinery and materials. 

Belgium, having reasserted her In- 
dependence us nguinst neutrality, de- 
sires, from Holland the left bank of 
tlie Scheldt and Maastricht peninsula, 
and a plebiscite In Luxemburg to de- 
cide whether, tliat country wishes to 
join Belgium or France. 

Holland resists uny infringement 
of the frontiers, but appears willing 
to revise the Scheldt navigation treaty 
so, Belgium should enjoy equal rights.

More than two million American. sol- 
diers crossed r the Atlantic that they 
might help flght the battle of civiliza- 
tion and defeat the selfish ambitions 
of the people of tho German nation. 
V crossed the ocean In a convoy which

-was my privilege to share with them 
liio dangers of the sea and the dan- 
gers of the German submarines.

which I crossed ono of the ships went 
down In the storm, carrying with it 
nearly five hundred of these Ameri- 
can soldiers. 

And these things happened because 
the German people hnd run amuck, 
driven to It by a selfish nrobltlou for 
world domination and loot.

I saw In Europe tho mourning r*V 
atlvcn of women and children nho 
had. perished In the Irish-sen because 
of tho depredations of a German U- 
boat. These women nnd children were 
traveling In a merchant ship ou peace- 
ful errands, but they wee sent to 
their deaths, without warning, and 
without any opportunity of belnr; 
saved.

Ger- 
many's men have been satisfied to

Tho Immediate return of tills stolen 
machinery nnd other property should 
be forced, and where Its return Is not, 
• possible It should v bo replaced with 
cqulvnlent machinery Vrora Germc;. 
fnctorles, nnd the machinery and prop- 
erty- destroyed fehould be replaced In 
the same way Just so far us that Is 
possible.
